CHINA AND THE CHINESE 



Some Fihbimiiressiofts of theJPeople and -the Country — Primitive Conditions -^Dense 
Spirilnal Darkness — How the Army is Received.

CHfN^ ii full of absorbing interest to the 
observing foreigner.' In the districts or con- 
t«Sions habited by - the Westerner, western 
archilccturi!. Styles and methods largely prevail; 
but if we penetrate beyond the walls a hundred 
yards into the purely Chinese, city, we are 
launched into an old wbrld, and it would not 
he difficult Jo imagine oneself transported back 
to the early or Middle AgeS, among the pat- 
riarchs of hundreds or even thousands of years 

As m Anoesd Thares 

In one -such place I gazed critically at every- 
thing as I' sauntered along:, and excepting one 
solitary thing, I imagined that life in the days of 
Moses must hare b«ea almost exactly as I saw it 
there, ftoads, shops, methods of trading, imple- 
ments of labonr, vehicles and harness, even co£* 
tinHc&; the one exception, which- was obviously 
modern, was the ubiquitous rickshaw. These, 
with their brass fittings, modern lamps, and rub- 
ier tire 9, s«mcd almost Out of place in such an- ~ 
ctcnt surroundings. But in many towns even the 
rickshaw is absent. And carls and vehicles of the 
most primitive description air- the only means of * 
conveyance. 

Small wonder that the people who exist under 
such conditions should live in dense darkness re- 
garding' spiritual ihinijs, -Religion ;tmonx the 
mass of- the people is of the vaguest possihlc 
kind. They ■ are spiritually dead. Superstition 
alio u mis, hut much of it U nt a peculiarly trifling 
character. This is being" recognized more and 
more hy the educated Chinese. There are temples 
in cv?ry city, and gods innumerable, liut the 
temple buiSulngs, Avith few exceptions, are all 
lowt-'l Co fall into a sad condition of decay. 
Fnllnt& InSn Decay 

In many placed even the gods, usnally made 
of some perishable material, are falling to 
pieces, and arc to be seen minus some member 
ol flic body and covered with layers of dust. The 
architecture and painting's in some of the 
Icmjdcs clearly indicate a period, long passed, 
when they were centres of active worship, with 
devotees who carfid for tbc buildings, and 
priesiB who maintaincl some form of lite in the 
heathen rites which prevailed. Now things are 
changed. The ritual and worship arc conducted 
now and then ott fixed Occasions, and are ex- 
tremely. superficial in their character, alised 
with llie worshippers within the pre cinqs of the 
temples arc buyers and sc!Icrs*oE all sorts of mer- 
cEiaudise, peep show^, c'onjurcr-Sj and sightseers, 
audi as might he sttn at a fair. 

Jlcccntly 1 visited one ancient temple which 
hundreds of years ago must have been an im- 



portant centre of worship, ft consists of many 
buildings, with various gods occupying the separ- 
ate buildings, all in a shocking condition of de- 
cay. The prineipal image; covered with a sheet- 
ing of brass or bronze, standing 70 feet high; was 
open to the sky. The roof which once covered its 
head had fallen in. The bricks and dust lay 
where they had fallen. It has been in this con- 
dition tor many years. Recently a regiment oF 
soldiers was drafted into the town and had to 
be quartered Somewhere. The temple was the 
cfcoscti habitation: and a visitor might have 
seen hundreds of men camping in and a ro nnd 
the courts of the ancient palace of warship, ■ 
spending 1 their time, probably, without a thought 
of the historic and erstwhile sacred surroundings 
in which rhey were camped, or the gods whose 
effigies leered at them through the dust of many 
.days. Such are the temples- in China [ 
Steeping Giant Arousing 

T.ut China is awakening. The Rlecping giant 
ii rousing itself at last, awakening politically and 
economically. Not withstanding' glaring weak- . 
ncsses, the Chinese are n great people, and will 
jet manifest, themselves as such among the 
nat:^ris of the. world. And CIiiiiil is awakening 
spiritually. The shackles of superstition may 
clmc; to the people fpr many years; paganism 
w\l\ jjic hard, hut U is a fact that China now 
listen*— especially the younc— ahd she listens'' 
imh a touching interest to- trie Message of a liv* 
in? rtlhcioit: of a God who loves," and of a 
Saviour who can rally save from Sin. What 
-China needs now is upgstles of fire, who will 
carrv the tlaming torch ol Salvation thro ugh nut 
the 3am!. 

Over and over ai^aiii since I have licen here 
have I cried out. "Oh, chat wl- had the language! 
Oh. that we were able to respond freely to the 
eager appeal we see tn the hungry eyes of those 
who crowd our meetings! When we considers 
the limitations of our Officers m this respect j 
it is marvellous to sec the results that have al- 
ready been aehiclrcd. 

The Chinese take readily to our Army 
methods. They like music, and are by no means 
particular about its quality; they like plenty of 
it. They arc especially -fond- of the 'drum, and 
each Corps Es eager to have one of its own. They 
like life and colour in the meetings, and respond 
well to a rousing appeal. There arc in China all 
the elements that would go to make a thoroughly 
characteristic Salvation Army. 

It is quite a mistake to imagine that |he Chin- 
C3c people cannot sing* ft is true itial the people 
generally do not sing. Now and again we hear 
some one indulging in some peculiar wails in a 
sort of falsetto voice which we have been told 



is' regarded as singing. But ' experience proves 
that they are capable Of singing, 

I hare heard as hearty and tuneful singing in . 
Our meetings in China as in any other country, 
and when taught the people can even acquit 
themselves Very creditably with part-eingTng. 
Western musical instruments are being intro- 
duced into the country,- and the learners show 
they can perform upon them as freely and tune- 
fully as those lit Europe. 

Brass InstnnBettfa} Wonted 
.There art one or two military bands in Pe- 
lting, ell the performers being- Chinese, which I 
am told would rival the playing of some of the 
leading- bands in Europe. I am anxious to start 
two or three Brass Bands in China, but we are 
minita the necessary instruments. Surely a pro- 
ject such as this must appeal to the thousands Of 
Salvation Army Bandsmen in Europe and other 
parts of the world. 

How is the Army received by the people gen- 
erally? This was one of the things I wanted to 
find out from personal observation. In some 
other lands an impression prevails that the 
Chinaman at home i* a somewhat vicious char- 
acter, and that he only wants opp", {unity to re- 
sent in an ugly way the intrusion of the for- 
eigner. There probably are some such In the 
-country, but whatever he may think in his heart, 
I have seen no sign whatever of hostility, neither.- 
by word nor action, Curiosity in abundance, but 
even In the heart of tbc Chinese cities or vil- 
lages we ere received with every conrlcsy. 
Officer* Hard n, vVork 

The pioneer Officers, gathered from all parts 
of tht world, England, America, Canada, Scan- 
dinavia, Australia, and New Zealand, are now all 
hard at work in the Field. The initial period of 
wrestling with the language for the Iirst two 
years has borne good fruit, far all arc now able 
to speak with more or' less freedom without an 
interpreter. The Chinese langunge is notoriously 
difficult to acquire. Those who have been here 
twenty or more years confess their knowledge 
of the difficult characters to be strictly limited, 
but they are still learning. Alt the greater honour 
to our Officers who have launched out, notwith- 
standing their limited vocabulary. 

On the whole they are doing well, and I think, 
without exception, are full of hope for China. 
Given the needed support in Officers and money 
the Army has a great future before it in this land, 
Our present urgent need is reinforcements. 
Whilst the Chinese Cadets are -coming forward 
in a promising way, yet we must depend for- 
some time upon-outside help. Who will respond '

If I do not 
rememher th-?e, let ray tongue cleave 
lo the roof of ray mouth; if T pre- 
fer not Jerusalem to my chief joy." 
It. -is instructive to notice certain 
landmarks of the history of this 
most historical of all cities. It was 
besieged almost immediately after 
Ibc death of Joshua in 1,400 B.C.; 
it was again taken by David about 
1,046 B.C.; it was surrendered by 
Jehoiachim in 597 B.C.; it was taken 
f rom . Zcdekiah in 586 B.C. and 
wholly destroyed. Fifty years later 
Ihe edict of Cyrus- enabled the peo- 
ple lo return, the Temple was re- 
built,, and for a hundred years par- 
lies of Ihe Jews straggled hack, 
Ezra arriving in 45TB.C. and Xehe?- 
miah in 445 B.C. 

For five centuries after this Jern- 
salem did not know peace. It was 
lorn hy internal factions, znA be- 
came in turn the possession of the 
Persians, the Macedonians, the 
Syrians, the Egyptians and the Ro- 
mans. During 1 its long history it suf- 
Jrred seventeen sieges and was twice 
utterly destroyed. The desolation 
which put an end to Jewish occu- 
pation, and which was accompanied 
by scenes of untold: hon-:<r, was fore- 
told in detail in the early Scriptures, 
by the later Prophets, and hy Jesus 
Himself, Since that terrible event 
Ihe Jews have been citizens of tFte 
world without a country, their 
tracks everywhere marked with sor- 
row and suffering. Expelled from 
city io city and kingdom to king- 
dom Ihcy became a people peculiarly 
oppressed. The story of the cruel- 
lies, indignities and butcheries to 
which tltey have been subjected in 
nearly every country' on earth makes 
some of the saddest reading. 

At one time or another they have 
teen driven from every country in 
fcuropc, Asia, anil Africa. Seven 
limes they were banished from 
. France. In Spain the alternatives 
acre to renounce their faith, to he 
imprisoned, or lo be expelled. In 
England king after king despoiled 
Ihem of their wealth, and up to the 
lime when. Queen Victoria came to 
ihe throne the Jcwj were Icnicd 
practically every ciWI right. From 
tliat lime privileges have been 
granted, and in I8S3 the Jews were 
admitted for the first time lo the 
J'ritish Parliament. 

These fulfilled prophecies have in 
lliem a stirring message for you— 
'or us .ill. God give us eyes to 
recognize it.

SICKNESS NOT ALWAYS AN 
EVIDENCE OF SIN. 



I, It must not be taught in the 
Salvation Army that sickness is ne- 
cessarily an evidence of the presence 
of sin in the persons afflicted. 

Z Now, it is quite true That, in 
some instances, sickness may be 
brought about by sin, either by the 
sins of the afflicted person or the 
sins, of others, But to say that all 
sickness is the result of the presence. 
or practi«_of, or adherence to sin 
on the part of the sufferer at that 
particular time, is a false, un-Scrip- 
tural, aud'eruel notion. 

3. Such a vew is contradicted hy 
our every-day observation. Tf it were 
true, then the greatest sufferers 
would everywhere he the greatest 
sinners. ■ To prove this false, we 
scarcely need any arguments. 

Not Great Sinners. 

(a) If it were true, the poor crea- 
tures that lie on the Hospital Beds 
must he greater sinners than the 
healthy, godless crowcrs that pro- 
menade under the windows of those 
Palaces of Pain; or than the people 
who drink and swear in the theatres 
and houses of iniquity in the same 
-town; or than those who work-out 
the just punishment of their abom- 
inable crimes in the jail near by! 

_(b' If this were true, then the

milk— v.'ho was fostered From baby- 
hood in disease and debauchery, and 
condemned, almost from the cradle, 
to a life of shame and anguish— 
must he regarded as. a greater sin- 
ner than the Prodigal Son, who, 
having every chance of Salvation, 
has deliberately sinned against the 
light enjoyed, and lifted himself up 
in heartless rebellion against God 
and his Godly parents, in spite of 
"every ertreuiy of pity and love!' 

(c) If this were true, theMuile 
children who died in the South Af- 
rican Camps through epidemics and 
exposure must he considered sinners 
above those who have escaped the 
awful epidemics that have raged

and famine-stricken crowds in India 
who, born in poverty, bred irt liitn- „

(f) And iE this were true, instead 
of the aick and suffering deserving 
our pity h we ought to condemn 
them, their sickness marking'them 
out as sinners specially suffering ■ 
from the Divine displeasure! 

Such leaching is not only revolt' 
ing to our idea of justice, but is utf 
terly'opposed lo our common sense. 

4, Further.thc notion tbat sick- 
ness is an evidence of the presence 
of sin in the sufferer has no support 
from the Dible; on the contrary, it 
is distinctly condemned by the direct 
teaching of Jesus Christ. 

(a) On one occasion, during the 
ministry of our Lord, it appears that 
two terrible eatastrophics took 
place in Jerusalem. In .one case a 
tower in Siloam fell, killing some 
people who were near it; and in 
the other, some rebels came up to 
offer sacrifices in the Temple, think- 
ing that Pilate, the Roman Gover- 
nor, would respect th-l holy place; 
instead of which, however, -he or- 
dered the soldiers to fill upon thcni, 
and their blood was mingled with 
that of the sacrifices they were of- 
fering on the sacred altar. 

Now, it seems that some Jews, 
who held the opinion we are con- 
sidering, came to the Saviour with 
the report of "these two mournful 
occurrences, arguing what great sin- 
ners these sufferers must have been. 
But Jesu9 Christ, directly and sure- 
ly, contradicted the ridiculous no- 
tion, saying, "Think ye that these 
Galileans were sinners above all the 
Galileans, because they suffered 
such things? I tell you, nay; but 
except ye repent, ye shall all like- 
wise- perish." * 

(b) And again, when the disciples, 
'feeing a man who was born blind, 

asked Him, "Master, -who did sin, 
this man or his parents, that he was 
born blind?" Jesus replied, "Nei- 
ther" — that is to say, the affliction 
which had come on him had no con- 
nection w£ih his own Of his parents' 
sin. and was not in itself any evi- 
dence oE the presence of sin in 
cither. ' 

Afflicted Saints. 

5. Dut may wc not say that our 
own experience affords sufficient 
evidence to satisfactorily contradict 
this notion? Instead of those most 
heavily afflicted being the most sin- 
ful, it ha* often been the contrary;
